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ROME the 13th. of Auguſt, 1689, 


Pon a Rumor that the Pope began to be in an Agony, of 
_ F8 which the People began more and more to be confirmed, for 


that in the Night the Priſoners were remov'd into the Caftle ; 
and there was fent out of the Caſtle ro Y7i1la Pamphilla, by Don Livo, 
Two Pieces of Cannon, and a Mortar; and all the Money that proper- 
ly belonged to the Pope and his Nephews, and Dox Livo, and Monficur 
Magpaſchi, went to the Yattican, waere they rook away all the Cloaths 
out of the Cheſt, and all the Pope's Horſes out of his Stable, and the 
curious Image of our Saviour, preſented him by the Queen of Swedex ; 
and employed Carts the whole Day to carry away the Moveables. 
The fame Day the Pope felt a great pain in his Side, and uſed ſome 


Aqua Vite, ſent-him by Cardinal Melinz, and found his Ague diminiſh, 


and come Two Hours later, and thea feat for D' Terracorda ; and Mon- 
fieur Magjaſchi deſired the Pope, That he would be pleaſed to eafe the 
People in ſome of their Impoſts, and fo Dis gtoriouſly : The Pope an» 
ſwerd, The Succeſſor could do it with more Honour. 
About Three a Clock the Pope began to cry out, that he ſaw all the 
Signs of Death on him, and, theretore deſired rhe laſt Un&ion, which 
was given him about Four a Clock. Heſent for ſeveral Generals of the 
Orders, and ſpent the Night with them ; and in the Morning deſired 
Cardinal Colrado, chiet Father Conteſlor, and receiv'd from him the Be- 
nediction 1n Articlo Morts ; and then called for the other Confeſlors, 
and Two Monks of each Order, to receive their Benedicticon, and Ab- 
ſolution from all the Regulars, and then Recommended liis Soul. 
About Eleven or Twelve, all went home, the Pope ſeeming tomerthing 
better, and ſpake hearty ; but ſoon after the Ague returned more ve» 
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hemenrly ; and the {/ain that was in his Side ſhot up into his Back ; and 
then calied again for the Cardinal to affiſt him in rhe Hour of his Death, 
and to acquainc, the Sacred Colledge, how much troubled he was, that 
lie was not in a ſtate to call them all rogether; and defired they would 
ſupply his Deicts, declaring, that he had never erred willingly, and 
always believed he did well ; and deſired they would chuſe ſuch a Sge- 
celſor as world reftifie his Miſcarriages ; and the Money he hag left 
might be loves for the Eaſe of the Subjet, and that he had thoughts 
;0 the time of his Sickneſs, to take off rhe Tax of the Me1l, but being 
now at the end of his Days, he left-rhat Glory to his Succeſſor. 

About the 22th. hour his Speech failed him, and fell into an Agony, 
bur kept his perfect Seales till the Tenth, haur the gext Morning, and 
moved one of his Hands, and turned his Eyes. ., *

The Captain of the Swz7zers Guards gave preſent Notice to the 
Chamberlain, Cardinal A4/rer;, who with all the Officers of the Cham- 
ber went into the Chamber, and to the ſide of the Bed where the Pope 
lay, where the Commoners, according to uſual: Cuſtom, crved out 
three times, Beneditto Odeſcalchi, and no body anſwering, was a con- 
firmation of his Death; upon which Cardinal Alter: rook off the 
Fiſhers Ring, and broke it 1n the preſence ot . them all, and his Emi- 
nency gave the Corps to the Father-Conteſſors of St. Peter, and com- 
manded them to reſign it up to the Cannons of the Chappel of Pas- 
lineſe, and then gave Notice of all that had paſted, to the Conſerva- 
tors of the Romay People, and the Bell of Campidogiio was rung out 
for the Summoning of the Council; and then the s, With the 
Militia, went to the Priſons, and diſcharged all the Priſoners, and the 
ſeveral Princes, Miniſters, Ambaſſadors, and Cardinals, had Armed 
Men for the Security of their Palaces, and in a ſhort time all the Car- 
dinals and Prelates, according to Cuſtom, were in their Mourning 
Garments. 

Juſt upon the Departure of the Pope there fell down two Arches 
of Caliſen, and this Morning, upon the opening of his Body, fell a 
great Storm of Rain,- which continued with great Thunder. In each + 
ot his Kidneys was found a ſtone, one of which weighed ſeven Ounces, 
and ſeveral ſmall ſtones 1n 1s Bladder, and ſeven in the Bladder. of his 
Gall, which was thought to be occaſioned by his ſo much fitting and 
lyiog. - Several dipt their Haondkerchits in his Blood, ſome out of Dif- 
content, others of Devotion. | 

The Pope has left behind him a Million and a half in Money 
300000 Scaddies Revenue, r00000 Scaddies in vacant Benefices, and 
Ten Vacancies of Cardinals, beſides the Vacancies that - will be made 
by the Promotions. . 

This Evening was the uſual Pomp in the carrying of his Body to
